THANKSGIVING SERMON, 


OnrOreatnem and Our Supreme Blessings 


Bring With Them Correspondingly 
Great Responsibilities and JJutles. 


Union Thanksgiving services were 


held in the Lutheran church yesterday 
morning. The services were conducted 
by the ministers of Bedford. Rev. 
IrvinW. Hendricks, pastor of the Re- 
formed church, preached the sermon. 
He based his remarks on the Sixty-sev- 
enth Psalm and spoke as follows : 


A national cnitom. dear to the hearts of 


the people, calls for the settingapart of one 
day each jear as an occasion of special 
thanksgiving to Almighty God for the bless- 
ines ofthe preceding year. This honored 
observance acquires with time a tender sig- 
nificance. It enriches domestic life. 
It 
summons under the family roof the absent 
children to glad reunion with those they 


in our own. We are a 
in the eyes of the wo 


"seldom has this nation had greater cause 
tor profound thanksgiving. 
1.0 great 
pestilence has invaded our shores. Liberal 
employment waits upon labor. Abundant 
crops have rewarded the efforts of the hus- 
bandman. Increased comforts have come 
to the home. The national finances have been 
strengthened, and public credit has been 
sustained and made firmer. In all branches 
of industry and trade there has been 
an unequaled degree of prosperity, while 
there has been a steady gam in the moral 
and educational growth of our national 
character. 
Churches and schools have 
flourished. American patriotism has been 
exalted. Those engaged in maintaining the 
honor of the flag with such signal success 
have been in a large degree spared from 
disaster and disease. An honorable peace 
has been ratified with a foreign nation with 
which we were at war. and we are now on 
friendly relations with every power on 
earth. 


Thus spsaks our president in his 


proclamation, setting apart this day as 
a day of general thanksgiving and pray- 
er to be observed by our people in a 
manner appropriate to the high and 
holy character of the day. 
Thanksgiving Dav is a memorial day 


as well, for the first step towards 
thanksgiving is 10 call into remembrance 
that for which we ought to be thank- 
ful 
A true sense of God's blessings is 


first in order to the rightful praise of 
Him who is the Giver of all good. 


Memorial days or thanksgiving days 


differ from one another in their na- 
ture as the events or blessings they 
commemorate are different. The lit- 
tle grave-stone in the cemetery, _sacred 
to the memory of some one, is one 
kind of memorial; a day set apart to 
perpetuate 
the memory of a great 
event in our history, as the Fourth of 
July, is another kind of memorial; the 
memorial instituted by Jesus to the 
annointing at Bethany, is another in 
kind; and we have still another in the 
blessed memorial instituted by the 
Savior the same night in which He 
was betrayed, of which He says, "this 
do in remembrance of me." 


Now it is very appropriate that in 


the days set apart as memorial and 
thanksgiving days, there should be 
one pre-eminently national in charac- 
ter, in which the American people re- 
sponding to the request of the presi- 
dent and the governor of the common- 
wealth, unite in praise to the God of 
nations who is the Father of all our 
mercies as well. 
It is by calling into remembrance 


His blessings,to the degree of apprecia- 
tion, that our hearts become un- 
feignedly thankful and we are led to 
show forth His praise,, not only with 
our lips but in our lives. 
This day is of meaning and interest 


only to such of our people who appre- 
ciate the blessings of our land and the 
protection of our government, and 
recognize these things as being under 
the direction of a Divine Providence 
The little mound in the cemetery is 
passed by unnoticed by the multitude, 
at most it is to them only a grave; but 
to the loving parent whose blighted 
hopes lie buried there it is a sacred 
spot. The observance of the sacra- 
ment of the Lord's Supper is to the un- 
believer foolishness, whilst to those 
•who believe it is the innermost sanc- 
tuary of the whole Christian worship 
And so this American institution- 
Thanksgiving Day—is void of its true 
meaning to the alien or the uoright- 
eons.but to the God-fearing American, 
it is rich in significance. 


I deem it appropriate for us to dwell, 


this morning, upon that which consti- 
tutes the true greatness of our great na- 


I might speak of many things which 


constitute the strength and glory of 
our nation, of the vastness of our do- 
main, of our agricultural resources, of 
our mineral wealth, of our great man- 
ufactories with their peculiar advan- 
tages in that we have an inexhaustible 
supply of coal and our raw materials 
at hand, and the most ingenious and 
intelligent workmen in the world. I 
might speak of our army, whose pecu- 
liar glory consists in its large propor- 
tion of volunteers, or our navy, which 
so recently has recorded in the annals 
of naval warfare victories unequaled 
before; but our nation's true greatness 
does not consist in any or in all of 
these things, but in that which is fun- 
damental and which must condition 


and solidarity of ourselves as a people. 
A few years ago there was a North and 
a South, an East and a West: there 
were the two great political parties 
with the several other parties, and all 
the various factious within these par- 
ties; all these differences and many 
more, and yet when we came to look i 
upon the oppression of a neighboring 
people,--our -differences became as 
though they were not, the hearts of the 
American people beat as one in mutual 
sympathy and their voices with one 
accord demanded release. The victories 
of our army and navy were to all of us 
as personal triumphs. 
The music of 


our national hymns thrills every soul 
with rapture and as we look at the 
Stars and Stripes floating gracefully 
upon the breeze our hearts throb with 
the same feeling of righteous pride, and 
with one accord we exclaim with bcott, 
"Breathes there a man with s_oul so dead, 
Who never to himself has said. 
This is my own, my native land i" 


There is clearly a national character, 


and in no people do we see the national 
characteristics more pronounced than 


a peculiar people

pleTn the'sight of heaven. There has 
been so much dogmatizing upon the 
subject of election that we have come 
to hold very complex and at times very 
peculiar views on the subject; but 
after all the simple t>-uth is plain that 
•'the general aim of election is service 
to mankind in some particular sphere 
within the wile range of human in- 
terests. 
It is a method whereby 


Providence uses the one, one mau or 
one people, to bless the many." With 
this sense of the term in mind we can 
truly say that we are an elect people. 
Amerieastands emphatictlly for some- 
thing distinctive, and never before were 
our national 
characteristics 
more 


powerfully asserted and more fully 
recognized and felt and appreciated 
by the world than lo-day. Our God 
who creates men and forms nations, 
never works at random, but always 
with a wise purpose, and just in the 
degree that we as individuals or as a 
nation learn to know the Divine idea 
concerning us, and effectually hear 
our calling, will our character take 
form and our life be directed 


The two great ideas for which we as 


a nation stand as the highest and best 
representative, and which has given 
us character and directed our life to 
such a high degree of civilization, and 
which it is clearly evident is the 
Divine purpose that we should perma- 
nently impress upon the world, are— 
civil liberty and a pure rcl'ujion. 


Ever since the old bellman of tne 


State House in Philadelphia, more 
than a century ago, rang out the note 
of freedom to the nation, the sacred 
oeal of the old bell has not ceased to 
reverberate in the hearts of our peo- 
ple, and re-echo from every hilltop and 
across every plain of our fair land, 
until it has at length reached the isles 
of the distant seas proclaiming "liber- 
ty throughout all the land and unto 
all the inhabitants thereof " And this 
love of liberty and the pursuit of its 
happiness wasnotconoeiv?din iniquity 
nor born in sin. but it is one of tne 
noblest of our God-given impulses

Christ, as it seems to me, their interest 
and duty require. My observationselse- 
where and here impel me to the pain- 
ful conclusion, that many of the men 
of Bedford are sadly lacking in church 
going and attention to matters of re- 
ligion. If there are any who do not 
believe in the Christian religion and 
the church, I have no controversy with 
them. That is a matter between them 
and their God. But I know most of the 
men of Bedford do believe in the doc-

It is with these I make my 
earnest plea. 
I cannot understand 


why or how men can show such courte- 
sy and polite consideration to the min- 
isters of the gospel and yet be in so 
many respects negligent in religious 
duties and in attending God's house. 
May I not kindly ask, why is it, dear 
friends, you are so negligent in such 
important matters? What excuse can 
so many of you offer?

Alasoulc Helpfulness. 


The death of R. Sewell Wright in 


Washington, D. C., last week witnessed 
an exemplification, of the teachings of 
Christianity and of Freemasonry that 
was reassuring in this day of business 
activity and individual thoughtless- 
ness. 


It has been charged against Masonry 


that it is exclusive in its benevolence. 
Precisely the same spirit that gov- 
erns the institution of Freemasonry in 
the exercise of its friendly affections 
was suggested by Paul as the true 
principle for the government of the

The publication of the order 
serves to call general attention to 
the slight put upon the admiral and it 
is the final act of a long series of de- 
partment persecutions which have de- 
cided the admiral's friends to make an 
open fight for him in congress 
The 


language of the department's order, to 
"proceed with the flagship by the 
shortest practicable route to the waters 
of your command" to South American 
ports, is understood to be a part of the 
plan to get the admiral far from Wash- 
ington before the>meeting of congress, 
in order that his presence at the capi- 
tal may not provoke greater friendship 
for him among the law-makers. There 
is nothing in South American condi- 
tions requiring our men of war to has- 
ten there.

COURAGE. 
George Washington 
will have been com 


memorated in hundreds of communities 
throughout the land, out more notably 
in the District of Columbia and at 
Mount Vernon. Much doubtless wil 
be said regarding him that would seem 
extravagant if we could come in per 
sonal con tact with this plain, unassuoo 
ing leader of the revolution. But the 
extravagance of others need not dete: 
us from adorning his memory with a 
few humble wreaths of appreciation 


Two phases of his character seem 


almost contradictory. 
Where publii 


utterance was required he was dim 
dent—almost bashful. When he risked 
his estates and offered his sword in th 
service of his country, he said emphat 
ieally, "I this do declare with the ut- 
most sincerity I do not think mysel 
equal to the command that I am hon 
ored with." When he wrote his fare 
well message he deferred to the judg 
ment of others as to what it should 
contain. He was quick to recognize 
his own limitations and to lean on 
others. But this distrust of self was 
not always his. 


Two acts evince beyond all refuta 


tion the lion-like courage and self 
poise of George Washington. With 
•whom had there been eight years o 
war? England. From 
whom 
hac 


there been twenty years and more of 
abuse and all wrong ? England. Wba' 
country had sent hireling soldiery to 
the highways and the cities of Ameri 
ca ? England. Yet when it came to 
the point of settling a policy thai 
should exist—not between the mother 
country and her colonies, but—be 
tween one sovereign nation and anoth- 
er, Washington dared, in the face of 
ten thousand threats, to approve the 
commercial treaty that resulted from 
theenvoyship ol Chief Justice Jay. 
His character was attacked with vio- 
lence. Even impeachment was sug- 
gested. Hounds of defamation tried 
to drag him down. There is but one 
straight course—said he—and that is 
to seek truth and pursue it steadily. 


Again. What nation had given us 


ol its blood and of its treasure that we 
might fight its 
own hated 
foe' 


France. She had done for us—often 
ineffectually—the best she could, and 
throughout the country there was a 
feeling of intense gratitude toward 
her; for she had given 
Lafayette, 


Kochambeau aud De Grasse. Yet it 
was against France and with Eng- 
land that Washington dared to stand 
during 
his presidential occupancy. 


Even as there had been ten thousand 
threats against our treaty with Eng- 
land, there had been an equally intense 
feeling in favor of joining forces with 
France; but the anxious Washington, 
ever seeking for the good of his coun- 
try—not the immediate good only 
but the present and the future good— 
saw in the French revolution and its 
leaders something very different from 
the 
American 
revolution, 
and he 


would not give support to what under 
the name of revolution was actually, 
retrogression. 


Without any others these two acts 


are and will never fail as signal proofs 
of the independence and far-seeing 
character of his judgment.

In case the president's chair should 


become vacant the presidential succes- 
sion is arranged for in a law passed by 
the Forty-ninth congress, as follows : 
Secretary of state, secretary of the 
treasury, secretary of war, attorney 
general, postmaster general, secretary 
of the navy and secretary of the in- 
terior. 


At the time of his nomination Mr. 


Hobart was not a stellar attraction in 
the political firmament. It is univer- 
sally conceded, and has never been 
contradicted, that he owed his selec- 
tion as Major JleKinley's running mate 
because of an agreement made with 
Manager Mark Hanna whereby the del- 
egatei of New Jersey were lined up 
for McKinley, and because he had the 
necessary "resources." 


Mr. Hobart filled the important po- 


sition to which the people called him 
in a praiseworthy manner. His en- 
gaging personality, tact and experi- 
ence fitted him to become a popular as 
well as a proficient presiding officer. 
Few vice presidents have of late years 
been so influential and at the same 
time so well liked by politicians of all 
parties. It has well been said that Mr. 
Hobart had that "rare combination of 


good sense, good nature, good manner 
and good judgment which makes the 
best kind of a managing politician an 
party diplomat.''

times, while It happens now often that 
they cannot market tuose products 
v/hen prices are highest because of im- 
passable roads. The taxes which beai 
hardest on the farmers are those they 
unthinkingly impose upon themselves. 


All Want Good Honda. 


There need be no doubt fliat the tax- 


payers of most American cities are will- 
ing and ready to eonti-ibute to the cost 
of building country roads. Their neces- 
sity is as thoroughly realized in the 
cities as it is by the fawners who be- 
come staHed on a muddy road with a 
load of grain hanled half way to mar- 
ket. City people know the country bet- 
ter tfaan thoy have ever known it be- 
fore, and th'eir business relations with 
country people are growing mora and 
more intimate. They are quick to see 
the

good roads and know that they them- 
selves would be in larg-e measure the 
gainers.—Otto Dorner.'

ment.

has solved the financial problem con 
nected with road improvement in tin 
United States care should be taken tha 
the roads we build are not destroyec 
by narrow tires. Country districts r 
ceiving financial aid for road purpose, 
out of tne( state treasury should do al 
in their power to encourage the use o 
wide tires. This has been accomplish 
ed in some places by exempting ul 
wide tired vehicles from taxation. 


LOSS FROM BAD ROADS. 


Drain Upon AjsTTlenltnral IDnergten 


Canned by Them. 


No other hypothesis than Ignorance 


of the facts or Indifference to'tneir own 
interests can explain why the farmiu: 
population of the agricultural states 
which does the bulk of the voting, has 
allowed itself to lose such an Immense 
aggregate of earnings annually on ac 
count of bad roads. 


Through a special agent, appointed 


for the purpose, the department of ag 
riculture lias been collecting data 
showing the cost of bad roads the 
country over. Replies from 10,000 let 
ters addressed to reliable farmers anc 
teamsters in various parts of 
the 


United States have been received. By 
equating their contents the conclusion 
Is reached that the average cost of 
hauling a ton a distance of one mile is 
25 cents, when for the same amount a 
ton ean be carried 200 miles by water 
and 50 miles by rail. 


The American farmer is at an ex- 


pense three times greater per mile foi 
hauling his produce than the European 
farmer. 
This is because the service 


standards' abroad are lower and be- 
cause the roads there are a great deal 
better. 
This drain upon the agricul- 


tural energies of the country will con- 
tinue until this annual surface treat- 
ment Is supplanted by a system of 
fundamental and permanent construc- 
tion. 


Antomobllea and Roaatt. 


Great improvement In public roads 


Is sure to attend and follow the multi- 
plication of autemobiles. 
One writer 


predicts that "before the end of 11)00 
the total mileage of macadam and as- 
phalt will be Increased by fully 100 pur 
cent." More than $300,000,000 is said 
to be pledged already to the manufac- 
ture of this class of vehicles. Till the 
storage battery is perfected and cheap- 
ened the means of propulsion are prac- 
tically limited to gas engines and pe- 
troleum products. 


State Aid Syatem. 


The state aid system successfully an- 


swers the objection still made by many 
that we cannot have good roads with- 
out overloading tlie farmer with taxes, 
of which ho is already paying more 
than ills share. 


Molors and Good Roads. 


The motor vehicle makers will be 


compelled to back up the good roads 
movement. Their success depends upon 
its advancement.

UNJUST TO THE FARMER. 


Co>< or RoaiU Should Not Pall OB 


Him Aloue. 


With all the advance of thought in 


the direction of better highways, there 
are still many who believe that their 
cost must necessarily fall upon the ag 
riculturist, says Otto Dorner, chairman 
of the L. A. W. highway improvemen- 
committee. Just as tlie farmer was the 
pioneer settler in most of the states 
so he has been the pioneer road build 
er. At his town meetings he has de 
termined where new roads should be 
laid out, which of them should be 
"worked" and improved-and how much 
of a tax should be expended upon each 
improvement. As it was left to him to 
plan this important work, so its ex 
pense has rested almost entirely upon 
his shoulders. Now that the cry fo 
macadamized highways Is to be heard 
in the city and country alike farmers 
believe, as a rule, that they are to be 
called upon to build them. 


This is wrong. Farmers have enough 


In the way of taxes to pay without un 
dortaking the building of elaborate 
gravel and stone roads. 
It Is unfair 


that sucb a burden should be added to 
their already heavy load. 
Whatevei 


may be undertaken in the way of con 
structing permanent highways sbouh 
be done at the expense of those wlu 
are to reap its benefits. True it is tha 
the saving in the cost of hauling 
crops would be considerable and tha 
this saving would result almost entire- 
ly to the farmer. But that is no roa 
son for asking him to pay the cost o 
building such roads. 
He Is not tin 


only one to use them. They serve t< 
bring city people and city products Int< 
the country as much as they serve t( 
bring country people and country prod 
ucts into tlie city. The merchant win 
has business with the farmer is a: 
much benefited through a good road tc 
travel over as Is the farmer who come;

GOOD ROADS LESSON. 


Cotton GroirerM Learn the Value o 


Improved Highway*. 


"It appears, as the result of carefu 


investigation, that It costs 
in the 


United States Just about three time: 
as much to market our farm crops a; 
it dees In European countries, when 
good roads have been built," says Otti 
Dorner, chafo-man of the L. A. W. high 
way committee. "Farmers there are 
able to make their loads three times a; 
great as ours, owing to better roads. 


"But we are not obliged to go tc 


Europe for illustrations as to gooc 
roads, for we have fortunately a few 
localities In our own country which 
furnish such examples. Mecklenburg 
county, N. C.. not long ago began the 
construction of a system of macadam 
roads. It was customary there to load 
up two hales of cotton on a wagon tc 
be hauled by a mule team. The mule: 
could draw this load very well during 
dry weather. After a rain, when tlie 
roads were soft, the load was too much 
for even a pair of tough mules. Afte 
the county had begun to build road, 
this load was doubled several times 
and it was found that the same tw 
mules were able to haul as much as 12 
bales, or G tons, in place of their for 
mer load, which amounted to only a 
single ton. And, more, the improvec 
roads made It possible to haul this 
load in wet and dry weather alike, for 
being properly built of stone, the; 
were fit fior use immediately after a 
heavy rain."

"Brave Bill" Anthony, died at the 
Presbyterian hospital, New York, on 
Friday, half an hour after he had 
swallowed a quantity of cocaine at one 
of the Central park entrances.

Among the other articles found was a 
picture of his one-month old child, on 
the back of which was written : "Bury 
this with me."

What I have said about the treat- 


ment which all self-respecting Cana- 
dians are treated with when they visit 
the United States does not apply to all 
of our foreign born population when- 
ever they are pleased to honor us with 
a call. They are not desirable as law 
abiding citizens, being possessed with 
a chronic and uncontrollable desire to 
have somebody tread on the tail of 
their coat; and they are never so hap- 
py as when giving an extra twist to 
the British lion's tail. 


This class is an intolerable nuisance; 


they represent nobody but themselves, 
but to hear them speak one would 
think they represented all creation 
from the constant repetition of that 


" moldy adage, "That the vox populi is 


the vox dei,' and for fear that the 
hearer's education has been neglected, 
they give him the stanch old Anglo-

I here assert, 
without fear of responsible contradic- 
tion, that the United States, by a large 
majority, has been, is now and hopes 
in God's providence it always will be, 
at peace with the whole world till the 
archangel's trumpet announces the 
call to judgment. Why should we not 
pray for peace when we look around 
and see what it has done for universal 
humanity all over the globe in the last 
decade and what are the golden hopes 
aod promises for the future. In our 
own land the controller of the cur- 
rency announces that the depositors 
in our savings banks amount to 11,- 
500,000, and the amount deposi ted ex- 
ceeds that of any other people since 
the world begmn.

Bnt soon a great noise penetrated the 
apartment, and the prince discovered 
a crowd of workmen busily construct- 
ing an immense wall of macaroni 
around the teahouse.

The popular idea that a 
farmi'i 


works harder than men in other in 
dustrial callings is not true as applied 
to the work of tlie year, writes Waldo 
F. Brown in The National Stockuiun. 
To be sure, he has some days of hard 
work, hut not one in this day of Im- 
proved machinery to where there were 
ten in the old days of hand labor, and 
the winter is a season of rest to him. 
and the great variety in his work re- 
lieves It of that wearisomoness which 
accompanies so many kinds of manual 
labor. 
Then the healthful conditions 


under which his work is done out of 
doors in the pure air are largely in its 
favor. 
The farmer is never haunted 


with the fear of losing his place, and 
when hard times come he is not found 
walking the streets day after day vain- 
ly looking for work while the pro- 
visions in the larder run low and ac- 
tnal want stares his family in the face. 
But the farm not only always fur- 
nishes work, but also an alrandance 
of supplies of the very best kind, so 
that in the hardest times he lives on 
fresh eggs, yellow legged chickens, 
milk, bntter and cream and choice 
meats and vegetables of his own pro- 
duction, and if out of debt he hardly 
knows the meaning of the term "hard 
times." 


Value of Rape. 


The sowing of rape as a pasture for 


sheep and hogs seems likely to work n 
revolution in farming in many sections, 
says The American Cultivator. So far 
as we have seen reports of its use, all 
parties seem to be much pleased with 
the results, and it seems to be as good 
as clover or alfalfa tor pasturing, be- 
sides being more easily and quickly 
grown. The cost of the seed is small, 
being but about 10 cents a pound at 
wholesale, and but 2y2 pounds are re- 
quired for an acre. Not only will this 
food be valuable of itself, but, being a 
substitute for clover pasturage, it will 
cause more clover to be cut and 
cured for hay, which will increase the 
ability of many farms for dairy pro- 
duction and also for the raising of 
young stock. We believe clover or al- 
falfa, which Is of the clover species, as 
green feed or as hay, Is the best feed 
for those purposes, and in New Eng- 
land it'Is too valuable to be used as a 
pasture for hogs. The care necessary 
in turning sheep or young stock on 
rape to prevent bloating is not much 
greater than is required when turning 
them into a clover field. Rape always 
has been found a cheap and desirable 
green food for fowls that are confined 
to yards. 


Renting Farms. 


If a man wants to let his farm, says 


H. Winklcman in The Breeder's Ga- 
zette, the conditious should be such as 
to induce the lessee to take proper care 
of it. This can only be done by giving 
a lease long enough to allow the tenant 
an opportunity to reap the benefits o£ 
his labor aud of the invested capital. 
To accomplish this the teuant should 
lease the farm for two entire crop ro- 
tations. If the laud has been divided 
Into sis fields, the term of the lease 
should be 12 years, and if It Is divided 
Into seven fields it should be 14 years, 
and so on, for a full crop rotation is 
necessary to get the fields iu good or- 
der, and another rotation is required 
to derive any profits from the labor 
and capital invested. At any rate, such 
a long lease will make the lessee feel 
more at home aud take an interest In 
the farm. He can introduce a good 
crop rotation, make use of the advan- 
tages of green manuring, lime and fer- 
tilizers, breed good cattle, sheep or 
swine, grow sugar beets and undertake 
a good many improvements which will 
pay in a few years and will contribute 
to the advancement of farming and the 
prosperity of the country. 


SEASICK ON SEA LEGS. 


Officer* nnd Sftllorjt of the Na 


quently Dixtresited. 


"The officers and sailors of the navj 


are frequent sufferers from seasick- 
ness, even after they have got their 
sea legs on." observed a naval surgeon 
to a reporter. "Indeed 1 think I can 
safely say that, young ana old, one- 
third of the entire navy officers as well 
as men are seasick during storms as 
well as at other times. In theory Days! 
officers and sailors are entirely free 
from such so called weakness, but, In 
fact, they have stomachs and are suf- 
ferers at times the same as the rest 
of humanity. 


"The sailor in this respect has many 


advantages over the naval officers and 
is less sensitive to seasickness for the 
reason that lie seldom has what IB 
called shore duty to perform, and he 
Is on the ship all the time, barring 
the days off now and then of liberty. 
When an ofBeer, it is entirely.different, 
for he seldom has to spend as much 
time on the ship as he does on shore. 
The three years' sea duty are generally 
followed by three years' shore duty, 
during which time his sea legs and 
stomach entirely disappear and have 
to be built up again. 


"It is rare that an officer on return 


to sea duty does not have to go 
through all the painful and distressing 
experiences of his first seasickness, 
and I am not sure but each recurrence 
of this experience is worse than the 
original. 
I have known a dozen offi- 


cers of from 15 to 25 years' experience 
ia the navy, and 1 know of at least 50 
others who admit that they are aa lia- 
ble to seasickness now as they were 
when they were middies fresh from 
the 
Naval 
academy."—Washington

Eating; Airay Stone Walls. 


At first sight it would seem hardly 


possible for bacteria to be concerned 
In the breaking down of a stone wall, 
yet this is the case, according to ob- 
servations made in studying the cause 
of the decay of cement. The gradual 
disintegration of the cement mortar 
used in water supply reservoirs is one 
of the serious troubles met with by 
water engineers and a trouble which 
so far they have not been able to avoid 
with any measure of practical success. 


Hitherto this action was supposed to 


be the result of the solvent property of 
carbonic acid and other mineral sub- 
stances commonly present in a water 
supply. The cement gradually disin- 
tegrates and becomes a kind of mud 
which slowly detaches itself. But now 
It has been found this strange process 
is due to the action of noue other than 
that bacterium known as the nutrify- 
ing organism. An examination of the 
mud shows It to be teeming with these 
organisms.

men in power ? Regeneration is first 
in order. Here is where our most holy 
religion must serve us if we are ever 
to have relief. Society must be born 
again, and the individual must be 
born again in order that the kingdom 
of God may come with power and the 
evil one hurled from his throne.

The home is the very foundation of 


the nation. The home life is the most 
powerful of all influences in the for- 
mation of character. 
As are our 


homes, so will the community, the 
state be. Let us go to the root of the 
evil which we are now considering, 
and we have to do with the establish- 
ing of the family life, the creation of 
the home by marriage. It is painful 
to notice with what levity persons 
rush into this holy estate, with never 
a thought of the destiny they are de- 
creeing for themselves and their off- 
spring; and it is simply disgusting to 
such who have a finer sense of that 
which is pure and honorable and of 
good report, to be forced to behold 
men and women who have sought to 
be joined together of God, breaking 
these bonds asunder as lightly as 
though disposing of a chattel, and 
giving a bill of divorcement without 
any more conscience than would be 
needful to cast aside a beast of which 
they have tired. 


Then, too, the

is a safe criterion of her morals. 


In this, too, our most holy religion 


must serve us, we must look to the 
Church for the leavening power and 
the sweet influences of her blessed 
Gospel to sanctify men and maintain 
that which is holy unto the Lord. 


I suggest these penis of our na- 


tional life because it is a good thing to 
stir up our minds by way of remem- 
brance, lest we exalt unduly in our 
strength and shut our eyes to our 
weakness until our glory becomes our 
shame, the end of which things is de- 
struction.
